Indeed, when asked what they liked best about their workplace, employees at top-rated companies 
were about twice as likely to say they felt “genuinely appreciated” at their job and confident in the 
direetion of the company as they were to talk about pay and benefits they eam for working there. 

That’s no surprise, said Pete Foley, head of the Employee Research Group at human resources 
Consulting firm Mercer. It’s not that paychecks don’t matter. Obviously they do. But when it comes to 
creating enthusiastic, engaged employees, money alone can’t buy you love. 

“Pay and benefits have got to be at a minimum level, and then you’re on to other things, “ Foley said. 
“ You want to know you can develop, have a sense of accomplishment, feel like you’re making a 
difference.” 

Many of the companies that took part in the Post-Dispatch survey are relatively white-collar, but the 
same concems about development and dignity are seen aeross the speetrum of business. When local 
fast-food workers launehed a one-day strike last month, their complaints were as much about vvorking 
conditions and treatment by supervisors as they were about higher wages.

Kari Friedrich Benz was a mechanical engineer who designed and built the world’s first practical 
automobile to be powered by an internal-combustion engine. In 1883 he founded Benz & co. in 
Mannheim to build stationary intemal-combustion engine, but he was completely dedicated to the 
proposition that the internal-combustion engine would supersede the horse and revolutionize the 
world's transportation. he persisted in his efforts to build a gasoline-fueled vehicle in the face of many 
obstacles, including lack of money to the point of poverty and the bitter objections of his associates, 
who considered him incompetent. 

Benz ran his first car, a three-wheeler powered by a two-cycle, one-cylinder engine, on a happy and 
triumphant day early in 1885. He circled a cinder track beside his small factory, his vvorkmen running 
beside the car, his wife running too, clapping her hands; the little machine made four circuits of the 
track, stalling only twice before a broken chain stopped it, even max rose, Benz's skeptical partner, 
whose money had made the car possible, conceded that he was mildly impressed; but he remained 
convinced to the end of his association with Benz that there was no future in the horseless carriage. 
The original Benz three-wheeled vehicle, the motorwagen, is now preserved in Munich. Although it 
first ran early in 1885, its design was not patented until Jan. 29, 1886.

To illuminate the relationship between brain activity and exercise levels, every one wore an 
accelerometer for a week to measure their daily physical activity and received PET seans to measure 
glucose metabolism. Which reveals neuron health and activity, in several regions of the brain for 
people with Al z heimer's disease these regions tend to have depressed glucose metabolism. 

Researchers found that people who spent at least 68 minutes a day engaged in physical activity at a

Mechanical engineer Gottlieb Wilhelm Daimler became a majör figüre in the early history of the 
automotive industry. Making guns was his first vacation and he showed marked talent, but he 
abandoned the trade to go to engineering school, studying in Germany, England, and France. In 
Germany he worked for various engineering and machining concerns, including the firm that much 
earlier had employed Kari Benz. In 1872 Daimler became technical director in the firm of Nikolas A. 
Otto, the man who had invented the four-stroke intemal - combustion engine, Otto’s firm was then 
building stationary gasoline engines. During the next decade, important work was done on the four- 
stroke engine. 

Daimler brought in several brilliant researchers, among them Wilhelm Maybach, but in 1882 both 
Daimler and Maybach resigned because of Daimler’s conviction that Otto did not understand the 
potential of the internal-combustion engine. They set up a shop and built an air-cooled, one-cylinder 
engine in 1885. The first high-speed internal combustion engine, it was designed to run at 900 
revolutions per minute ( rpm) . For comparison, Benz’s first tricycle engine had operated at only 250 
rpm. Daimler and Maybach used one of their early gasoline engines on a wooden bicycle fitted with 
an outrigger, which first ran on Nov. 10, 1885. This may have been the first motorcycle in the world. 
The next year the first Daimler four-wheeled road vehicle was made: a horse-drawn carriage modified 
to be driven by a one-cylinder engine.

For more than 2000 years, eneyelopedias have existed as summaries of extant seholarship in forms 
comprehensible to their readers. The word eneyelopedia is derived from the Greek enkyklios paideia, 
“general education” and at first it meant a circle or a complete system of leaming _ that is, an all- 
around education. When Francois Rabelais used the term in French for the first time, in Pantagruel

To the difference between walking barefoot or in shoes. “When you walk in shoes, your feet are 
pressing against a stiff substitute for the ground that makes the muscles in the feet have to work 
less than if you were barefoot," says Daniel Lieberman, chair of the Department of Human 
Evolutionary Biology at Harvard University. 

While less work may seem like a good thing, it may actually leave your feet vulnerable to injury. 
Lieberman and other researchers have found evidence that people who predominantly walk or 
run in "minimal" shoes-shoes that mimic your bare feet by ditching arch support and a restrictive 
toe box while incorporating a very thin, f 1 ex i b 1 e sole-tend to have stronger, stiffer feet than those 
who wear traditional shoes. 

Why are stronger and stiffer feet healthier? “The concem is that a weaker foot is a foot prone to 
problems like flat feet," Lieberman says. In flat feet, the bones forming the arch of the foot don't 
really arch—they lie flat on the ground. Research has linked flat feet to knee pain, cartilage 
damage and low-back pain. In civilizations around the world, "people who are habitually 
barefoot or minimally shod have much lower rates of flat feet than habitually shod populations," 
Lieberman says.
